Book Review

PSYCHOPATHOLOGY OF MENTAL DEVELOP- 
MENT, VOL. XXIII. The Proceedings of the 56th 
Annual Meeting of the American Psychopatho- 
logical Association. Grune & Stratton, New York 
1967. Zubin, Joseph and Jervis, George A. Edi- 
tors. xiii plus 658 pp., illus. $22.00. 


It is estimated that 6 million Americans are 
mentally retarded and that three out of every 100 
infants are destined to be mentally subnormal. The 
1966 meeting of the American Psychopathological 
Association has addressed itself to the diagnostic 
and remedial aspects of this vast and costly prob- 
lem. The papers in this volume give exciting testi- 
mony to our increased understanding of some 
forms of mental retardation. For example, in the 
hereditary chromosomal disorders it is possible to 
predict with statistical certainty the incidence of 
abnormalities such as mental deficiency in the off- 
spring. With the advent of reliable cytogenetic 
techniques to detect chromosomal aberrations 
within body tissue cells, such hereditable disorders 
are now entirely preventable — by genetic coun- 
seling and appropriate eugenic measures. 


Our increased comprehension of inborn errors 
of metabolism has made it possible to mitigate 
the destructive effects of diseases such as phenyl- 
ketonuria. Early diagnosis and dietary interven- 
tion may prevent much of the damage to brain 
function usually associated with this disorder, Dr. 
George A. Jervis, recipient of the Association’s 
1966 Samuel W. Hamilton Memorial Award, is 
noted for demonstrating the genetic defects and 
enzymatic deficiences associated with PKU. How- 
ever, in his memorial address (Some Observations 
On The Problem of Heredity and Environment in 
Mental Retardation) Dr. Jervis dampens our diag- 
nostic optimism and therapeutic zeal by reminding ~ 
us that only a small percentage of mental retar- 
dation can be explained by the growing list of 
rare metabolic and chromosomal disorders. In the 
great majority of cases of mental subnormality 
the causes are not known. It is this large group 
with unexplained mental abnormality which pre- 
sents the greatest clinica] and research challenge. 

The papers are a representative sampling of
